Men are excellent (licensors upon the ab- 


surdities of dress, but when a practical ap_ 
plication of their theories is made by their 
wives, daughters and misters, few are found 
brave enough to stand by and encourage 
'hem to wear only such garments as aro ctii- 
lucive to health nnd comfort. 
I wondered 


.hen. ns I have ever since, how ninny among 
.hose who looked upon one of the prinm 
lonnas of the early season, and who listened 
.0 her painful cough, which at times inter- 
rupted her highest nnd sweetest iiotcr—I 
wondered. I say, who felt the blood course

Hie higher tho tops of tho boots thft Warmer 
tho nnklos. provided they aro so looso thnt

The London Economist has been trying to 


solve tho question, "How far have our work- 
ing classes been benefited by tho increase of 
our wealth ?" and it cone! 
that they 


either have more money, or moro of th 
comforts of life now than they had twentj 
years ago. 
In connection with this subjo< 


it shows that tho per capita consumption o 
certain articles rei'y popular among the work 
ing classes increased materially betweei 
1852 and 1872. For instance, the consumy 
tion of imported spirits increased over nine 
ty per cent. That of stigarnearly sixty three 
percent. Malt, fifty five per cent. 
Ten, 


more than double. 
Tobacco, thirty-four 


per cent, and so on. These nro articles the 
consumption of which among the wealthy 
would not vary n groat deal, as they would 
always bo able to buy all they wanted aud 
conld use an indefinite quantity. Most of 
the increased use of llieso articles is, there- 
fore, to bo credited to tho classes that neyer 
get onongh of them, but buy them in larger 
or smaller quantities according to their 
means. 
This indicates that the British 


laborer of today has moro money to spend 
in luxury than his father had, but if he 
spends all his surplus earnings in imported 
spirits, beer nnd tobacco, it is a question 
whether his wealth is not a curse to him.

Tnn TEN'-noua LAW. — Tho bill which has 


just passed tho senate, forbidding 
auy 


woman from working in a factory more than 
ten hours, is a two-edged sword, about 
equally injurious to the operative and tho 
employer. Tho operative may be perfectly 
capable of working more than ten hours. 
Sho may bs imxioiH to earn all she can in 
order to support her children or her aged 
parents. 
Sho may wish to accumulate a 


little fund to go back to the country and 
marry on. But because sho is a woman, 
she is considered incapable of taking care cf 
herself; she is classed with small children 
and idiots under guardianship; and is to be 
forbidden by law to contract for more than 
ten hours of the twenty-four for her own 
profit. 
In our factories, almost all female 


work is paid by the piece, and as the loom 
cannot make more- per hour for ten hours 
than it could for eleven, the operatives will 
cam 
one-eleventh less.— [Boston 
Adver-
